NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, ;he 3rd February, 1981 

G.S.R. 44(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 19 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 (44 of 1958) 
icad with section 21 of the General Clauses Act, 1897 (10 
of 1897), the Central Government makes the following rules, 
namely :— 

1. Short title, application and commencement.—(1) These 
rules may be called the Shipping Development Fund (Loans 
and O.her Financial Assistance) Rules, 1981. 

(2) They shall apply to loans and financial assistance to 
fishing companies for the acquisition and maintenance of 
tiawlers. 

(3) They shall come into force on the date of their publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.—In these rules, unless the context otherwise 

ieq"iies — 

(a) “Act' means the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 (44 

of 1958) ; 

(b) ‘Application" means an application made under 
i ule 3 ; 

(c) “Chan-man" means the Chaiiman of the Committee ; 

id) ‘ ( ommitiee" means the Shipping Development Fund 
Committee ; 

(e) ‘fLhing company'’ means a company formed and 
registered under the Companies Act, 1956(1 of 1956) 
and having sea fishing as its main object ; 

(f) “Fund" means the Shipping Development Fund ; 

(g) “Nominee Directoi’’ means the director nominated 

by the Committee on the Board of Director of a 
fishing company in the private sector ; 
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(h) “Secretary" means the Sccictary to the Committee 
and includes any Additional, Joint, Deputy and 
Assistant Secretary ; 

(i) "trawler" means a fishing vessel and includes a purse- 

seiner, long liner and a combination vessel for 
multipurpose fishing, having, jn each case, an overall 
length of not less than twenty metres. 

3. Application foi loan or other financial assistance.-— 

(1) A fishing company desirous o[ laising a loan or obtaining 
other financial assistance from the Fund for the acquisition 
and maintenance of trawlers shall apply to such officer as 
the Cential Government in the Dcpaitment of Agriculture 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, authorise in this 
behalf (hereinafter referred to as the Authorised Officer). 

(2) Irvery application referred to in sub-nile ti) shall be 
made in such form as is specified Part ‘A’ of the form 
of application set out in Ihc Appendix to these rules, and 
every such applicalion shall be accompanied by an attested 
copy of the ic'olution of the fishing company authorising 
the raising of the loan or obtaining other financial assistance. 

4. Scrutiny of application.—-The Authorised Officer shall 
scrutinise every application iecei\ed by him and after such 
scrutiny, the Cenlrul Government in the Department of 
Agriculture shall, after making necessary entries in Part B 
of the form of application, forward it to (he Secretary. 

5. Consideration by the Committee.—The Secretary shall 
then place the application before the Committee for consi¬ 
deration at its next meeting, or in case of urgency, at a meet¬ 
ing specially convened for the purpose with the approval of 
the Chairman. 

6. Decision of the Committee to be recorded,—The decision 
of the Committee on each application, shall be recorded in 
writing in the form of minutes, duly approved by the Chair¬ 
man. 

7. Loan exceeding Rs. 100 lakhs to be made with the 
prior npptovnl of Cential Government.—The Committee shall 
not grant any loan or other financial assistance exceeding 
Rs. 100 (one hundred) lakhs in value except with the prior 
approval of the Central Government in the Ministiy of Shipp¬ 
ing and Transport. 

8. Terms of loan or other financial assistance.—("1) Every 
loan or other financial assistance granted under these rules 
shall be on the terms and conditions specified from time to 
time by the Central Government in pursuance of sub-section 

(2) of section 16 of Ihc Act. 

(2) No loan or other financial assistance shall he granted 
to a fishing company unless such company has furnished 
secuiity to the satisfaction of the Committee. 

9. Communication of decision.—The Secretary shall com¬ 
municate to the fishing company and to the Central Govern¬ 
ment in the Department of Agriculture the decision on the 
application and the terms and. conditions under which the 
loan or other financial assistance has been granted to the 
fishing company. 

10. Acceptance loan oi other financial assistance and execu¬ 
tion of loan documents—(1) If the terms and conditions of 
the lo n or other financial assistance are acceptable to the 
fishing company, it shall arrange lo have a resolution, passed 
at a meeting of the Board of dircctois, or.where necessarv, 
the re elution of the company in general meeting, authorising 
the raising of the loan or obtaining other financial assistance 
on the teims and conditions, specified by the Central Govern¬ 
ment, and also authorise an officer of the fishing company 
to execute, on behalf of the fishing company, the documents 
specified in sub-rule (5), and to affix the common seal of 
the company on such documents, 

(2) The resolution referred to in sub-rule (1) shall specify 
the assets, which are proposed to be offered as security for 
the loan or other financial assistance, as the case may be, 
or the other securities which are proposed to be offered for 
the purpose aforesaid, and that the terms and conditions 
.specified by the Central Government arc acceptable to the 
Company. 


(3) It shall be the duly of the Secretary to get the docu¬ 
ments, specified in sub-rule (5), executed by or on behalf 
of the fishing company. 

(4) No loan or other financial assistance shall be released 
to a fishing company unless a deed moitgaging the trawlers/ 
vessel has been duly executed by or on behalf of the fishing 
company, or such other security as is acceptable to the Com¬ 
mittee has been duly furnished, to the satisfaction of the 
Committee and the fishing company has — 

(a) rcgistcied such mortgage with the Registrar of the 

Companies us required by the Companies Act, 1956 
(1 of 1956) and in the case of mortgage of any 
other assets offered as sccunty by the company it 
has been registered by other authorities where re¬ 
quired by law so to do, and thereafter also registered 
with the Registiai of Companies as aforesaid ; 

(b) taken out piopcr insmancc policies in respect of 

the trawlers or any other assets of the company 
offcicd as secuiity to the Committee and duly assig¬ 
ned such in sui ance policies to the Committee ; 

(c) registered the morlgagc deeds of the trawlers with 

the Registrar of Ships. 

5. The documents referred to in sub-rule (2) are — 

(a) the loan agreement, 

(b) mortgage deed in respect of the trawlers mortgaged 
as secuiity, 

(c) the deed of covenants to accompany the mortgage 
deed, 

Id) in the case of bank guaiantce or any other form of 
security approved by the Committee, the relevant 
documents to b e executed in that connection, 

(e) tripartite agreement to be executed between shipyard, 

fishing company and SDFC. 

(f) any other documents which in the opinion of the 

C ommittee is considered necessary and essential to 
■safeguard the interests of the Committee. 

11. Payment of I onn Amount.— \fier all foimalities referred 
to in rule 10 have been complied with by the borrowing fish¬ 
ing company, the secretary shall draw a cheque in favour 
of the company for the amount of loan, or, where the Com¬ 
mittee intends to give a guarantee for the due payment of 
the duei of the fishing comrmny in relation to the acquisi¬ 
tion and maintenance of trawlers, the Secretary shall draw up 
the deed, or letter of guarantee and get it executed by or on 
behalf of the Committee, and where the amount is to be 
paid in instalments, the Secretary shall draw Ihc cheques in 
favoui of fishing company on the due dates and for the 
appropriate amount of such instalments. 

12, Payment of Loan.—(1) The borrowing fishing company 
shall repay the amount of the loan and the interest thereon 
in accordance with the terms and conditions of the loan, 
under intimation to the Department of Agriculture ; 

(2) The Department of Agriculture and, w'herc the borrow¬ 
ing fhhing company is a company which is not owned or 
controlled' by Government, also the Nominee Director shall 
keep a watrli, — 

(a) on the repayment of the loan and shall bring any 
default by (he borrowing fishing company to the 
notice of the Secretary who shall immediately make 
a report lo the Committee for such action as the 
Committee may consider necessary ; 

fh) generally on the affairs of the borrowing fishing com¬ 
pany and shall immediately biing to the notice of 
the Secretary any happenings or development which 
may affect the creditworthiness of the borrowing 
fishing company or the scu-woithincss of the traw¬ 
lers mortgaged to the Committee.
